McCain: ‘I’m Going to Win It’ 


WASHINGTON I Republican John McCain 
declared, “I’m going to win it,” dismissing 
polls showing him behind with little more 
than a week to go in the presidential race. 
Democrat Barack Obama rolled out a new 
TV ad asserting his rival is “out of ideas, out 
of touch and running out of time.” 

Heading into the final nine days of the 2008 
contest, the White House competitors cam- 
paigned in key battlegrounds that President 
Bush won four years ago as the state-by-state 


Electoral College map tilts strongly in Obama’s 
favor. Democrats and Republicans alike say it 
will be extraordinarily difficult for McCain to 
change the trajectory of the campaign before 
the Nov. 4 election. 

Sparring from a distance, each candidate 
criticized the other anew in hopes of swaying 
the roughly one-fourth of voters who are unde- 
cided or could still change their minds. 

Obama “started out in the left-hand lane 
of American politics and has remained there,” 


McCain said on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press” while in 
Iowa, casting the Democrat 
as too liberal for a right-of- 
center country. 

In Colorado, Obama 
portrayed McCain as more 
of the same, saying: “For 
eight years, we’ve seen the 
Bush-McCain philosophy put our country 
on the wrong track, and we cannot have 
another four years that look just like the last

Study: Start AIDS Treatment Earlier 


Findings could affect 
hundreds of thousands 
of infected Americans 

WASHINGTON I People who have the 
AIDS virus should start drug treat- 
ments sooner than current guide- 
lines recommend, suggests a large 
new study that could change the 
care of hundreds of thousands of 
Americans. 

The study found that delaying 
treatment until a patient’s immune 
system is badly damaged nearly 


doubles the risk of dying in the next 
few years compared to patients 
whose treatment started earlier. 

Doctors have thought it would 
be better to spare patients the side 
effects of AIDS drugs as long as 
possible. 

“The data are rather compelling 
that the risk of death appears to be 
higher if you wait than if you treat,” 
said Dr. Anthony Fauci, director of 
the National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases, which helped 
pay for the study. 

If the results prompt doctors 


to change practice — as Fauci and 
other AIDS specialists predict — 
several hundred

Powerful drug combinations 
available since the mid-1990s have 


transformed HIV infection into a 
manageable chronic condition rath- 
er than the death sentence it once 
was. But they can cause heart and 
cholesterol problems, diarrhea, nau- 
sea and other side effects. 

That is why guidelines by the 
government and the Internation- 
al AIDS Society recommend that 
patients who are not yet having 
AIDS symptoms delay starting on 
the drugs until their T-cell counts 
fall below 350 per cubic millimeter 
of blood (healthy people have more

Hospitals encouraged 
to use extra space to 
ease ER overcrowding 

CHICAGO I There’s no phone and no 
television. Only a screen offers pri- 
vacy. But heart patient Edward Gray 
understands why the hospital put 
him in a cardiac unit hallway. 

“They sent me up here to make 
room for other emergency patients,” 
Gray, 78, said last week from his 
bed in the hall of a New York-area 
hospital. “This is the way things are 
in hospitals.” 

It may not sound like ideal health 
care, but hospital officials nation- 
wide are being urged to consider 
hallway medicine as a way to ease 
emergency department crowding. 

Leading the way is Stony Brook 
University Medical Center at Stony 
Brook, N.Y., where a study found 
that no harm was caused by moving 
emergency room patients to upper- 
floor hallways when they were ready 
for admission. The study’s lead 


author says all hospitals should look 
at the program’s success. 

“This is yet another battle cry for 
hospitals to get off their duffs and 
stop stacking people knee-deep in 
the emergency department,” said 
Dr. Peter Viccellio, who is the clini- 
cal director of the hospital’s emer- 
gency department. 

The new study found slightly 
fewer deaths and intensive care 


unit admissions in the hallway 
patients compared to the standard 
bed patients. That was no surprise, 
Viccellio said, because the protocol 
calls for giving the first available 
rooms to the sickest patients. 

The study is based on four years 
of Stony Brook’s experience with 
more than 2,000 patients admit- 
ted to hallways from the ER.

CHICAGO I Jennifer Hudson and her 
family offered a $100,000 reward 
Sunday for the safe return of her 
missing nephew, as investigators 
looked for forensic evidence near the 
home where her mother and brother 
were found shot to death. 

Mourners dressed in their 
Sunday best milled outside the 
childhood home of the singer and 
Oscar-winning actress, along with 
investigators seeking clues to the 
whereabouts of 7-year-old Julian 
King, the son of Jennifer Hudson’s 
sister, Julia. 

In a statement Sunday evening 
from publicist Lisa Kasteler, Jen- 
nifer Hudson appealed to the pub- 
lic for help, offering the reward 
and asking that any information 
be given to Chicago police. 

Chicago police ramped up search 
efforts for Julian around the Engle- 
wood neighborhood, where Hudson 
grew up, and transferred custody 
of a “person of interest” in the kill- 
ings to state authorities.

“Detectives are working 24 hours 
on this case,” said Chicago police 
spokeswoman Monique Bond. 
“There’s a lot of forensic evidence.

An Amber Alert remained in 
effect Sunday for Julian, who dis- 
appeared on Friday, the day the 
bodies of his grandmother, Darnell 
Donerson, 57, and 29-year-oId uncle 
Jason Hudson were found in the 
home they all shared on the city’s 
South Side.

Ahmadinejad Admits to Exhaustion 


Iran’s president denies

TEHRAN, IRAN I Hardline Presi- 
dent Mahmoud Ahmadinejad said 
Sunday he is suffering from simple 
exhaustion, in a rare public disclo- 
sure apparently designed to com- 
bat widespread Tehran rumors he 
is more seriously ill. 

There are growing signals even 


some supporters hope Ahmadinejad 
won’t seek a second term in crucial 
elections next year. 

“Thanks to God, I do not have 
an illness. Exhaustion is possible, 
but no illness,” Ahmadinejad told a 
reporter on the sideline of a meeting 
in Tehran.

“Of 
course, we are also human beings, 
and sometimes we catch a cold,” he 
said, adding that there was “no room” 
for illness in his administration.

KIBUMBA, CONGO I Rebels seized an 
east Congo army base and the head- 
quarters of a refuge housing some 
of the world’s last mountain goril- 
las, in heavy fighting Sunday that 
sent thousands of civilians fleeing, 
U.N. officials and rebels said. 

An unknown number of soldiers, 
rebels and civilians were killed in the 
renewed fighting in North Kivu prov- 
ince, according to civilians who said 
the onslaught began around 2 a.m. 

Government troops raced down 
the road north from the provin- 
cial capital of Goma to reinforce 
a counterattack Sunday morning. 
One tank careened into a group of 
fleeing civilians and killed three 
teenage boys, civilians said. 

Associated Press reporters who 
watched the fathers burying their 
sons in a cabbage patch outside 
Kibumba could hear bombing from 
army tanks about 12 miles from 
Rumangabo army camp.

Israel’s Livni Seeks New Elections 


Party leader gives up 
on effort to form a new 
coalition government 

JERUSALEM I The leader of Israel’s 
ruling party, Tzipi Livni, gave up her 
attempts to form a coalition gov- 
ernment Sunday, setting the stage 
for early elections and diminishing 
hopes for stalled peace talks with 
the Palestinians. 

Israel now appears to be headed 
toward months of political paraly- 
sis, and opposition leader Benjamin 
Netanyahu, a critic of the peace pro- 
cess, is in a strong position to become 
the country’s next leader. It would 
be the third national election in six 
years, reflecting the instability of 
Israel’s fractious political system.

Wage Gap Widens in Japan 


Number of working 
poor grows; plight is 
expected to worsen 

TO K YO I In one of the world’s wealth- 
iest nations, Junpei Murasawa is a 
poor man. 

He skips meals to make ends 
meet. A bachelor, he lives in a tiny 
apartment in Tokyo, sharing a 
kitchen, toilet and shower with nine 
neighbors. He doesn’t have health 
insurance because he can’t afford 
the premiums. 

The 29 -year-old laborer is one 
in a burgeoning class in Japan: the 
working poor. The number of Jap- 
anese earning less than $19,610 a 
year surged 40 percent from 2002 
to 2006, the latest data available, 
the government says. They now 
number more than 10 million.

In a country that boasts the 
world’s longest-living population, 
where young women with Louis 
Vuitton bags crowd the sidewalks, 
Murasawa’s is a voice of hopeless- 
ness and despair — a voice increas- 
ingly heard in Japan. 


“Every day I live in deep anxiety,” 
said the worker, currently making 
$882 a month by bagging purchas- 
es at a home improvement center. 
“When I think about my future, I 
get sleepless at night.” 

The plight of such workers is like- 
ly to worsen as the current global 
financial crisis ripples through the 
Japanese economy. 

The growth of the working 
poor — not seen in such numbers 
since Japan surged to wealth in 
the 1980s — has been a shock to 
a country that once prided itself 
on being a bastion of economic 
equality. 

“It is unprecedented to see such 
a widening income gap in Japan,” 
said Yoshio Sasajima, an economist 
at Meiji Gakuin University in Tokyo. 
“Our society is definitely becoming 
a class society.” shino yuasa (ap)

District Mailed 126 Incorrect Ballots 


Elections board faces 
further scrutiny after 
primary vote debacle 

As many as 126 District voters were 
mailed incorrect absentee ballots in 
the latest slipup for the D.C. Board 
of Elections and Ethics, already 
under scrutiny for mistakes made 
during the Sept. 9 primary. 

The D.C. Republican Committee 
brought attention to a GOP voter’s 
absentee ballot last week. Although 
the voter lives in Ward 2, the resi- 


dent’s ballot was missing the Ward 2 
council contest and included a Ward 
6 state school board race. 

Last week, the elections board 
called it an “isolated incident.” 

But D.C. Council member Mary 
M. Cheh, D-Ward 3, now says 
Sequoia Voting Systems, the Cal- 
ifornia-based company that pro- 
vides the city with its voting system 
and equipment, informed her office 
that there are at least 126 flawed 
absentee ballots. 

Elections board spokesman Dan 
Murphy confirmed the number and 


said the board is investigating. 

The blunder cast more doubt on 
whether the elections board is pre- 
pared for the Nov. 4 general election, 
which is expected to draw a record 
number of voters to the polls and 
is filling the board’s headquarters 
with people seeking to vote absen- 
tee in person. 

About 16,000 absentee ballots 
have been mailed, and an average 
of 500 people a day are casting 
in-person absentee ballots, Mur- 
phy said. 

“I’m dismayed because given 


all of this attention to the board 
... the fact that they wouldn’t have 
been meticulous about the draft- 
ing of the ballot is jaw-dropping to 
me,” said Cheh, chairman of a spe- 
cial council committee appointed 
by Chairman Vincent C. Gray, a 
Democrat, after the Sept. 9 pri- 
mary debacle. 

“It can only reflect on bad man- 
agement, bad leadership. I don’t 
mean to be harsh, but there’s no 
other explanation,” Cheh said.

Andrew Dumm of Washing- 
ton took the men’s race, finishing 
the course among the monuments 
in the nation’s capital in 2 hours, 
22 minutes, 42 seconds, and Cate 
Fenster of Wooster, Ohio, led the 
women’s field in 2:39:32. 

“I knew it was my first one, and 
I knew it was going to be OK if I 
hit a wall because you usually do in 
your first marathon,” the 23 -year- 
old Dumm said. “So I was expect- 
ing and fearing that would happen, 
but being my first marathon also 
freed me up a little bit to make 


kind of a bold move.” 

“I was crying in pain com- 
ing up that last hill, the last 200 
yards,” the 37-year-old Fenster 
said. “I felt good for most of the 
way, but about mile 20, I could 
feel the bricks coming. I was kind 
of shocked to win.” 

Dumm joined the lead pack 
during the sixth mile and made 
his winning move near the 12-mile 
mark while running around Hains 
Point. “That’s a pretty early spot 
for a move, but I just wanted to 
use Hains Point because that’s a 
little bit of a lonely stretch of the 
race to make a move,” he said. “It’s 
a pretty good psychological area 
to do so.”

Longtime Journalist 
Horner Dies at Age 63 


Former Philadelphia 
Inquirer reporter was 
found in D.C. home 

WAS H I N G TO N I Carol Horner, direc- 
tor of a Maryland journalism insti- 
tute and a former longtime Phila- 
delphia Inquirer reporter, has died. 
She was 63. 

Horner was found dead Friday 
in her Washington home. An offi- 
cial cause of death has not yet been 
determined, said her sister, Vivian 
“Vee” J. Davis. 

Homer was a reporter and edito- 
rial writer at the Inquirer for 15 years 
and later worked as a features editor 
at the Wall Street Journal. 


She also was an editorial writer 
at the Bulletin in Philadelphia and 
a reporter and editorial writer for 
the Record in Hackensack, N. J. 

Her father, longtime Richmond 
Times-Dispatch journalist Overton 
Jones, said that for a time, he and 
his daughter wrote editorials that 
effectively canceled each other out 
— he wrote conservative pieces for 
the Times-Dispatch, and she wrote 
liberal ones for the Inquirer. 

Since 2000, Horner had been 
director of the Knight Center for 
Specialized Journalism at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland. A funeral will 
be held Tuesday at Trinity United 
Methodist Church in Richmond, 
Va. (AP)

PC Deals 
Predicted 


Computer companies 
may reduce prices for 
2008 holiday season 

DISCOUNT I Sales of personal com- 
puters didn’t live up to expectations 
over the summer, and now analysts 
predict shoppers will cut spending 
even more drastically in the all- 
important holiday quarter. 

So far, PC prices appear to be 
holding steady. But buyers may 
get better deals soon as comput- 
er companies try to avoid getting 
stuck with a pile of unsold inven- 
tory on Dec. 31. 

Analyst Roger Kay of Endpoint 
Technologies said the unofficial 
start date for holiday PC promotions 
has crept earlier in recent years. 

This year, Kay said, computer 
makers are feeling panicky and 
wondering whether they’ll even 
make it through October without 
slashing prices. 

“People with a lot of money are 
still going to come out and buy 
whatever they want,” Kay said. 
“But there’s a whole big pack of 
folks in the middle that are going 
to be looking at trade-offs.” 

PC makers generally reap thin 
profit margins, so don’t expect 


prices to drop precipitously. In 
addition to whatever price cuts 
they do make, companies also 
are likely to offer more package 
deals that include free software or 
hardware add-ons to make more 
expensive machines look like a 
better deal. 

Complicating predictions about 
PC price cuts is the rise of “net- 
books” — cheap, compact laptops 
meant for Web surfing, without 
the power and features of many 
full-priced notebooks. 

Major PC makers and smaller 
vendors have added at least one 
netbook to their current lines, at 
lower prices than even the most 
basic laptops. Most cost less than 
$500; Acer, which sells some 
Aspire models for well less than 
$400, said it plans to be very 
aggressive in setting low prices 
for its netbooks. 

Richard Klugman, a consumer 
electronics analyst for New York- 
based Majestic Research, said 
shoppers spent dramatically less 
on gadgets in September, an early 
predictor of grim holiday sales. 

Still, he predicted some items, 
netbooks included, will stay hot no 
matter how much the U.S. economy

Smith initially wanted to cast 
Rosario Dawson, but scheduling 
problems put Dawson out of con- 
tention. Rogen immediately point- 
ed to Banks, who had a supporting 
role in “40 -Year-Old Virgin.” 

“T would love to have pretend 
sex with her in this movie,”’ Smith 
recalls Rogen telling him. 

So, Smith met with the beau- 
tiful, blue-eyed Banks and found 
himself smitten with her, too.

A Mad for ‘Mad’ World 



Despite low ratings, 
the AMC show is tops 
on the culture chart 

HYPE I There was a “Mad Men”- 
themed category last week on “Jeop- 
ardy!” along with an online game. A 
“Mad Men” homage is tucked like a 
fancy chocolate treat into the Nov. 
2 Halloween episode of “The Simp- 
sons.” Fashion designer Michael 
Kors cited “Mad Men” as an inspi- 
ration. And, no small point, “Mad 
Men” was crowned best drama 
at this year’s Emmy Awards, the 
first basic cable show to claim top 
series honors. Shy of being pumped 
into the water supply, “Mad Men” 


is everywhere — except on most 
people’s TV sets. 

About 1.5 million U.S. view- 
ers tune in weekly, with another 
half-million watching later on 
DVRs. That compares with the 
19 million-plus audience for last 
week’s No. 1 program, “CSI: Crime 
Scene Investigation” on CBS. But 
that doesn’t matter. It’s “Mad Men” 
that’s permeating the Zeitgeist. 

“It’s been great. It’s been amaz- 
ing. Do you have a theory about 
why it is?” asks series creator and 
executive producer Matthew Wein- 
er, sounding both delighted and 
overwhelmed. So, how does a peri- 
od drama end up being so influen- 
tial? It’s a recurring phenomenon. 


said Robert Thompson, director 
of the Bleier Center for Television 
and Popular Culture at Syracuse 
University. 

“It happens in literature all the 
time,” Thompson said. “Everyone 
knows about Herman Melville’s 
Moby Dick,’ but a tiny percentage of 
the population has read it. But we all 
know about it, and it’s highly influ- 
ential in American literature.” 

“You get one of those programs 
that grip the elite intellectual 
minority, the people that are writ- 
ing and about talking about cul- 
ture, and the influence extends a 
lot further than the actual audience 
would indicate,” he said. 

Thompson calls the show “bril- 


liant” and a gift to television (both 
here and abroad, where it’s widely 
distributed). 

To wit: A1 Jean, executive pro- 
ducer of Fox’s “The Simpsons,” 


pronounces himself a “Mad Men” 
devotee. It was his idea to adapt 
the animated title opener into “The 
Simpsons” Halloween episode.

A View’ From the Top 


Talk show co-host 
Elisabeth Hasselbeck 
hits the trail with Palin 

H 0 T T 0 P I C I “The View” co-host Elis- 
abeth Hasselbeck, who vociferously 
defends the Republican presidential 
ticket on the air, is going to be an 
official campaign surrogate. 

The conservative daytime talk 
show panelist announced Thurs- 
day that she is set to introduce 
Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin at two 
rallies in Florida on Sunday after 
the GOP vice presidential hopeful 
invited her to join her on the cam- 
paign trail. 

“I am more than honored to 
be there,” Hasselbeck said on the 


show. “I’m excited to do it. And 
I’ll have some stories. I’m sure, on 
Monday.” 

“Take some pictures,” co-host 
Joy Behar responded. “I want to 
see her wardrobe.” 

The appearance is the latest sign 
of the prominent role “The View” 
has assumed in the 2008 presi- 
dential race, particularly because 
of Hasselbeck, who remains one 
of the staunchest advocates for 
Palin and Sen. John McCain on 
television. 

In echoing the GOP lines of 
attack against Sen. Barack Obama, 
Hasselbeck has generated heated 
clashes with her fellow panelists, 
particularly Behar, an Obama sup- 
porter. Their political arguments

have come to dominate “The View” 
and put a renewed spotlight on the 
program. 

The show’s unscripted “Hot 
Topics” segment has lent itself to 
unpredictable exchanges. Often, 
the hosts seem to go out of their 
way to provoke one another, such 
as earlier this week, when Hassel- 
beck appeared wearing a McCain 
T-shirt she had designed that said 
g “Great American hero.” 

§ The next day, co-host Barbara 
I Walters told her that the shirt had 
I drawn viewer complaints. 

I “Look, if I sat here buck naked, 

I people would probably see McCain 
< across my chest,” Hasselbeck said. 
“That’s who my heart is for.” 

The tension further ratcheted 


up when Walters tried to find some 
common ground, asking the women 
if they could see anything good in 
each other’s choice for president. 

When Hasselbeck said that 
Obama could have had her vote after 
his speech at the Democratic conven- 
tion, Behar called her “delusional.” 

“Do you want some more Barack 
Obama Kool-Aid?” Hasselbeck 
responded, triggering boos from 
the audience. Later in the show, 
Hasselbeck laughed as guest Bill 
O’Reilly needled Behar for having 
a sour attitude toward McCain. 

The on-air debates have attract- 
ed the attention of entertainment 
magazines and blogs, which have 
avidly documented each new install- 
ment. On Wednesday, the gossip 
Web site Defamer reported that 
Behar and Hasselbeck had a fight 
after the show, an account the co- 
hosts said was false.

The Cure blends an

C D R E V I E W I Although many hail the 
profoundly bleak “Disintegration” 
as the Cure’s masterpiece, the band 
is really at its best when it injects a 
little levity into the proceedings. 


Sure, Robert Smith has right- 
fully earned his mope-king crown 
(whether he can balance it atop his 
hairstyle is another story), but that 
doesn’t mean he’s incapable of writ- 
ing songs that are sexy (“Close to 
Me”), silly (“The Lovecats”) and even 
saccharine (“Friday I’m in Love”). 

The band’s latest was originally 
conceived as a double album, but. 


apparently. Smith opted to cull 
the darker tracks and showcase 
his lighter side on the Cure’s 13th 
album, “4:13 Dream.” 

The opening track, “Underneath 
the Stars,” probably comes closest 
to “Disintegration”-style depressive 
grandeur. It begins with the band’s 
trademark twinkling keyboard, and 
it’s both the longest and the slow- 


est song on the album. The doomy 
majesty doesn’t last long, however, 
since the following track, “The Only 
One,” is a playful pop song featuring 
what may be Smith’s most libidi- 
nous lyrics to date. “Freakshow” is 
even livelier, a refreshing reminder 
of the long ago days when the Cure 
occasionally bordered on sound- 
ing funky. 

This isn’t to say that Smith has 
been wholly overtaken by mania. 
“The Reasons Why” opens with 
Smith intoning, “I don’t need to 
bring you down about my suicide,” 
and “Switch” and “The Scream” are 
just as lyrically anguished. 

Meanwhile, “Sirensong” seems 
to be “4:13 Dream’s” purely romantic 
offering. Along with “Underneath 
the Stars,” it probably comes closest 
to fulfilling the dreamy promise of 
the album’s title. 

The word “bipolar” is rarely used 
as a compliment, but it can work in 
the context of a rock album. Rest 
assured. Smith’s wild mood swings 
on “4:13” make for a much more 
engaging listen than anything from 
1996’s “Wild Mood Swings.” Or 
2000’s “Bloodflowers.” Or 2004’s 
“The Cure.” In fact, it may even be 
the band’s best since “Disintegra- 
tion.”

Nighttime sand thefts 
are demolishing the 
Carribean coastlines 

Ahh, the Caribbean: sun, surf. But 
where’s the sand? 

It is disappearing at alarming 
rates as thieves feed a local con- 
struction boom. 

Caribbean round grains, favored 
in creating smooth surfaces for 
plastering and finishing, are being 
hauled away by the truckload late 
at night. On some islands not much 
bigger than Manhattan, towns and 
ecologically sensitive areas are now 
exposed to tidal surges and rough 
seas. 

In Puerto Rico, thieves once 
mined the dunes in the northern 
coastal town of Isabela, said Ernesto 
Diaz of the Department of Natural 
Resources. But now they are steal- 
ing the beaches of the tiny island of 
Vieques — 52 square miles where the 
U.S. military only recently halted its 
controversial bombing practice.

Among the hardest hit is Gre- 
nada, where officials are building a 
$1.2 million seawall to protect the 
131-square-mile island. Large-scale 
sand thefts have exposed north-coast 
towns to rough seas, said Joseph 
Gilbert, the minister of works and 
environment. 

One of the region’s largest sand 
thefts targeted Jamaica, where 
nearly 100 truckloads were swiped 


from private property in the north- 
west, exposing protected mangroves 
and a limestone forest to wind and 
waves. 

Roughly 706,000 cubic feet of 
sand were taken in late July, enough 
to fill roughly 10 Olympic-sized 
pools, said Jamaica Mines Com- 
missioner Clinton Thompson, who 
suspects government officials were 
involved. 

“I was surprised at the amount,” 
he said. “This one could not have 
been stolen without persons’ know- 
ing about it.” 

Police have refused to comment 
on their investigation. 

Illegal sand mining in the Carib- 
bean began in the 1970s, when 
people with shovels stole small 
amounts for construction because 
most homes were built with wood. 
But the thefts increased as builders

switched to concrete homes and have 
only become bigger with the rise in 
construction of resorts and hotels — 
built, ironically, for tourists drawn by 
the Caribbean’s immaculate beach- 
es. An estimated 80 new hotels and 
resorts are expected to open in the 
Caribbean through 2012, according 
to Smith Travel Research. 

Some islands offer local quarries 
or designate certain beaches for min- 
ing, but large-scale nighttime thefts 
persist despite police patrols. Front 
loaders and other heavy equipment 
are now used instead of shovels to 
steal sand, which sells for nearly 
$200 for 1 cubic yard. 

“If we continue to mine the 
beaches the way we’ve been doing, 
we will have no sand to boast about. 
Just sea and sun,” Gilbert said. 

No one knows how much sand 
in all has been carted away, but the 
islands of Tortola, Anguilla and St. 
Vincent are now vulnerable to flood- 
ing, said Gillian Cambers, associate 


researcher at the University of Puerto 
Rico. Up to two-thirds of sand dunes 
in Tortola and Nevis have been deci- 
mated, she added. 

On Grenada’s 13-square-mile 
Carriacou island, population 6,000, 
the beach is shrinking by 3 linear feet 
every year from illegal sand mining, 
Gilbert said. 

Hurricane damage also has 
bumped up demand for sand, with 
residents using concrete blocks to 
rebuild homes and sand to finish 
them, according to the government 
of Antigua and Barbuda. 

Some islands have considered 
importing sand to replenish their 
beaches but say it is expensive and 
worry about shifting the prob- 
lem elsewhere. Gilbert said he is 
“appalled” and called for more over- 
sight to prevent loss of the region’s 
treasured shores. 

“We should take action now,” he 
said. “Or otherwise we will lose our 
beaches.” danica goto (ap)
